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IN MEMORIAM 



LADY HENRIETTA BANTING, M.D., widow of the 
late Sir Frederick Banting of insulin fame, was a trustee 
of Stanstead College. She began her academic career in 
the Holmes Model School. Lady Banting received her 
M. A. and M.D. from the University of Toronto and 
several honorary degrees from other universities. A 
member of the Royal College of Obstetrics and 
Gynaecology she was a director of the Cancer Detection 
Clinic at Women’s College Hospital in Toronto. 


CHARLES CARROLL COLBY, M. Arch., was a 
member of a family long associated with Stanstead 
College. He joined the Board of Trustees in 1951 and 
was elected to the Executive Committee in 1958. A 
generous contributor to College finances he was actively 
involved in various positions; as chairman of the finance 
committee, as chairman of the building committee, and 
as treasurer. It was Mr. Colby who was largely responsible 
for the basic planning of many of the buildings on 
Campus today, including the Ameron Gymnasium, 
Lebaron Hall and Bugbee House.
